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REPORT  OF  THE  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE. 


To  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  St.  Luke’s  Hospital: 

Tour  Executive  Committee  herewith  submit  their  Thirty- 
second  Annual  Report,  together  with  the  reports  of  the 
Treasurer,  the  Chaplain,  the  Ladies’  Aid  Society,  the  Fruit 
and  Flower  Mission,  the  Physician-  and  Surgeon-in-Chief,  and 
the  Principal  of  the  Training  School  for  Nurses. 

During  the  year  949  cases  were  treated  in  the  Hospital;. 
336  of  these  were  women  and  130  were  children ; 56  cases  were 
employes  of  railroads;  130  were  employes  of  mills,  furnaces 
or  mines ; 395  eases  were  from  the  Bethlehems  and  in  addition 
thereto,  there  were  from  Allentown,  63 ; from  Catasauqua,  22 ; 
from  Slatington,  32 ; from  Mauch  Chunk,  12 ; from  Lansford, 
12 ; from  Roseto,  20 ; from  Nazareth,  20 ; from  Bangor,  15 ; 
from  Hellertown,  21  and  from  Easton,  25. 

The  total  number  of  dispensary  cases  was  1154 ; total  num- 
ber of  dispensary  visits,  5648 ; 55  of  these  cases  were  employes 
of  railroads;  854  were  employes  of  mills,  furnaces  or  mines; 
681  were  residents  of  the  Bethlehems  and  vicinity. 

There  were  85  more  house  cases  treated  in  the  Hospital  than 
during  the  previous  year,  and  477  more  days  of  house  service 
than  during  the  previous  year,  the  total  number  of  days  in 
the  Hospital  being  19103.  The  average  number  of  days  for 
each  patient  was  20.12  as  against  21.56  for  each  patient  last 
year. 

The  protection  against  fire  has  been  increased  by  the  in- 
stallation of  three  fire  plugs,  300  feet  of  hose  with  necessary 
couplings  and  branch  pipes,  all  corresponding  in  size  and 
style  with  those  in  use  by  the  South  Bethlehem  Fire  Depart- 
ment. 

The  application  to  State  Legislature  for  an  appropriation 
resulted  in  the  passage  by  both  Houses  of  a Bill  granting  us 
$29,000.  This  was  reduced  by  the  Governor  of  the  State  to 
$20,000,  the  same  amount  we  received  when  we  had  twenty- 
five  per  cent,  less  facilities  for  our  patients  and  correspond- 
ingly less  cost  for  food,  nursing  and  attendance.

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ingly  less  cost  for  food,  nursing  and  attendance. 

The  Women’s  Ward  has  been  thoroughly  renovated,  painted 
and  two  porcelain  bath  tubs  put  in. 

Mr.  Calvin  E.  Brodhead  has  made  a contribution  of  $5,000 
for  the  perpetual  endowment  of  a bed  in  the  Sayre  Pavilion,  in 
memory  of  his  deceased  wife,  Mary  Lewis  Brodhead.  An  ap- 
propriate brass  tablet,  properly  inscribed,  has  been  placed  on 
the  wall  over  the  bed. 

Application  was  made  by  one  of  St.  Luke’s  graduates,  who 
came  here  for  treatment,  for  a reduction  from  regular  rate  of 
charges.  Your  Committee  reduced  the  rate  fifty  per  cent,  and 
ask  that  you  confirm  the  reduction  to  all  graduate  nurses  of 
St.  Luke ’s,  who  are  in  good  standing,  that  come  to  us. 

There  will  be  but  one  nurse  graduating  this  year  by  reason 
of  the  lengthening  of  the  term  of  instruction  of  the  nurses 
from  two  to  three  years,  this  change  we  believe  will  produce 
superior  nurses,  and  add  to  their  desirability. 

Director  and  Physician-  and  Surgeon-in-Chief,  AY.  L.  Estes, 
again  calls  attention  to  the  need  of  the  institution  of  a patho- 
logical building  and  mortuary  chapel.  This  recommendation 
was  urgently  seconded  in  last  year’s  report  by  A.  L.  Kotz,  M.D., 
Pathologist.  He  says,  “The  Hospital  is  greatly  in  need  of  a 
suitable  laboratory  in  which  this  work  could  be  systematically 
carried  on.  May  I beg  of  your  Board  your  earnest  considera- 
tion ? ’ ’ 

The  attention  of  the  Board  is  called  to  a communication 
from  the  Director  and  Physician-  and  Surgeon-in-Chief  pre- 
sented to  the  Secretary  of  the  Executive  Committee  to-day, 
urging  the  necessity  of  making  such  changes  in  the  Women’s 
Ward  as  are  indicated  in  his  communication.

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REPORT  OF  THE  DIRECTOR  AND  PHYSI- 
CIAN- AND  SURGEON-IN-CHIEF. 


To  the  Board  of  Trustees,  St.  Luke’s  Hospital: 

Gentlemen: — You  will  see  from  the  statistical  sheet  ac- 
companying this  that  the  Hospital’s  work  is  increasing  every 
year.  We  very  much  lack  accommodation  for  women  patients. 
So  urgent  is  this  need  that  I have  addressed  a separate  and 
special  communication  to  the  Executive  Committee  and  have 
renewed  my  recommendation  that  the  private  rooms  of  the 
women’s  pavilion  be  converted  into  two  small  wards  for  ward 
pay  cases.  This  would  procure  a satisfactory  arrangement  for 
this  class  of  women,  and  would  serve  to  relieve  the  general 
ward  of  the  great  pressure  it  has  almost  constantly  on  its 
►capacity. 

We  are  still  waiting  for  the  pathological  and  mortuary 
building.  The  need  of  this  is  so  constantly  present  that  I feel 
confident  your  Board  will  some  day  realize  the  situation  and 
will  set  about  obtaining  the  necessary  fimds  and  will  add  this, 
the  rounding  out  of  the  Hospital’s  departments  and  equip- 
ment. Nowadays  the  lack  of  a laboratory  is  as  bad  for  a 
hospital  as  is  the  absence  of  a similar  building  or  department 
for  a School  of  Chemistry  or  Biology.  Proper  work  and 
investigation  cannot  be  done  without  it. 

The  walls  of  the  women ’s  pavilion  have  been  newly  painted. 
This  work  has  added  materially  to  the  freshness,  comfort  and 
cleanliness  of  the  pavilion.  The  floor  in  this  pavilion  is  sadly 
in  need  of  replacement.  I recommend  that  this  be  done  as 
;soon  as  practicable. 

The  whole  staff  of  the  Hospital  deserves  commendation  and 
acknowledgment.  I most  cheerfully  and  heartily  thank  and 
commend  all  the  members  for  their  work.

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REGULATIONS  FOR  THE  TRAINING  SCHOOL  FOR  NURSES. 

The  Hospital  year  begins  on  the  first  of  October.  The< 
course  of  instruction  extends  over  a period  of  three  years.- 
Pupils  will  he  received  whenever  there  is  a vacancy. 

Applicants  for  tuition  in  the  Training  School  must  be 
women  between  20  and  35  years  of  age,  and  possess  a good 
common  school  education.  They  must  produce  certificates  of 
good  character,  good  health,  and  physical  capacities  for  the' 
duties  of  nurses,  satisfactory  to  the  Superintendent  of  the' 
Plospital,  and  should  make  their  applications  to  the  Principal 
of  the  Training  School. 

If  admitted,  they  will  be  expected  to  serve  two  months  for 
probation,  if  it  is  desired  that  they  remain  so  long,  during' 
which  time  they  will  receive  board,  lodging  and  washing,  hut 
no  compensation.  Should  the  probationary  period  prove 
satisfactory,  they  will  then  wear  the  School  uniform  and  be- 
come Pupil  Nurses,  though  they  will  not  be  formally  enrolled 
until  the  expiration  of  six  months,  thus  allowing  a longer' 
period  for  the  establishment  of  their  adaptibility  to  the  work. 
Then,  if  accepted,  they  must  sign  an  agreement  to  remain  in 
the  School,  and  subject  themselves  to  the  rules  of  the  Hos- 
pital for  the  full  period  of  three  years  from  the  connnence-

At  the  end  of  each  term  there  shall  he  an  examination  of ' 
the  graduating  class,  conducted  under  the  supervision  and  in 
the  presence  of  an  examining  committee,  which  being  credit- 
ably passed,  shall  entitle  its  members  to  a diploma  under  the 
seal  of  the  Hospital.

he  wards,  as  well  as  to  the  details  of  their  instruction  in  the 
.School.  All  the  servants  and  orderlies  shall  be  responsible

ag  of  the  patients. 

In  case  of  misconduct  or  insubordination  the  Principal  may 
uspend  members  of  the  class  from  duty,  and  refer  the  cases 
) the  Director  for  final  decision. 

Board,  lodging  and  washing  will  be  furnished  without 
barge:  also  the  nurse’s  dress,  cap,  collars,  cuffs,  apron,  shoes 
ad  books,  but  no  other  compensation.  In  sickness  all  pupils 
aall  have  gratuitous  care,  but  the  time  lost  on  account  of 
ckness  must  be  made  up  by  the  pupil.  The  instruction  will 
2 given  by  the  medical  officers  of  the  Hospital,  by  the  Prin- 
pal  of  the  School,  and  by  the  Head  Nurse  of  the  ward ; each 
ard  being  provided,  as  far  as  possible,  with  a Head  Nurse, 
enior  Assistant  and  Junior  Assistant. 

It  will  consist,  in  part,  of  didactic  lectures  relating  to  the 
meral  principles  of  nursing;  observation  and  recording  of 
Tnptoms;  the  diet  of  the  sick,  and  the  methods  of  managing 
dpless  patients. 

Instructions  will  be  given  at  the  bedside : 

1.  Dressing  of  wounds. 

2.  Application  of  blisters,  fomentation,  poultices,  cups 
id  leeches 

3.  Use  of  catheter  and  administration  of  enemas.

5.  Bandaging  and  making  of  rollers. 

6.  Making  beds;  changing  draw-sheets  and  sheets;  mov- 
g;  preventing  bed  sores,  etc.

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The  Progress  in  Hospital  Construction  and  Facilities 
in  Recent  Times.* 

BY  SAMUEL  TREAT  ARMSTRONG,  M.D., 

General  Medical  Superintendent  of  Bellevue  Hospital,  New  York  City. 

“But  when  intemperance  and  diseases  multiply  in  a State, 
balls  of  justice  and  medicine  are  always  being  opened;  and 
the  arts  of  the  doctor  and  lawyer  give  themselves  airs,  finding 
how  keen  is  the  interest  which  not  only  the  slaves  but  the 
freemen  of  the  city  take  about  them.” — (Jowett’s  Plato. 
Republic,  III,  1 405.) 

This  text  from  Plato  suggests  that  there  is  much  in  common 
■between  the  freemen  of  this  interesting  city  and  those  of 
ancient  Athens,  for  a retrospective  review  of  the  ceremonies 
associated  with  the  celebration  of  the  anniversary  of  your 
hospital  indicates  a keen  and  catholic  taste  in  matters  medical. 
'Also  it  may  be  suggested  to  you  that  there  are  things  in 
common  between  the  doctor  of  to-day  and  his  brother  prac- 
titioner of  Athens,  and  that  the  latter  was  not  unique  in  the 
matter  of  giving  “himself  airs.”  Now  as  then  intemperance 
and  disease  multiply  in  the  State,  and  halls  of  medicine  are 
always  being  opened. 

Perhaps  in  no  one  way  has  civilized  society  more  positively 
answered  the  inquiry:  “Am  I my  brother’s  keeper?”  than 
by  its  attitude  towards  the  destitute  sick.  While  establish- 
ments for  their  care  existed  in  the  earlier  civilization,  it  has 
oeen  reserved  for  recent  years  to,  develop  such  institutions  to 
a more  elaborate  if  not  a higher  perfection,  that  has  kept  pace 
with  the  increasing  complexity  of  social  organization.  Thei*e 
was  a time,  and  that  not  very  remote,  when  the  key-note  of 
aospital  management  seemed  to  be:  If  he  is  careless  enough 
o get  sick  anything  is  good  enough  for  him:  to-day  the  under- 
ying  principle  of  efficient  hospital  administration  is,  if  one

is  unfortunate  enough  to  get  sick,  nothing  is  too  good  for 
him. 

This  last  principle  must  not  be  interpreted  as  an  excuse  I 
for  elaborate  and  expensive  structures  built  with  lavish  dis-  -j 
regard  of  cost,  and  that  justify  the  criticism  that  has  been 
made  that  the  interest  on  the  money  spent  for  buildings  plus  J 
the  expense  of  maintenance  would  suffice  to  care  for  all  the  ; 
patients  in  a good  hotel.  In  other  words  an  ordinary  com-  ! 
mercial  enterprise  could  be  conducted  with  necessary  margin 
for  profit,  for  a daily  cost  per  person  equal  to  that  of  the 
gross  per  diem  cost  per  patient  of  the  hospital.  Undoubtedly 
you  will  all  see  the  fallacy  of  such  a generalization,  for  the 
hospital  includes  in  its  medical  attendance,  its  remedial 
agents,  and  its  nursing,  service  that  is  not  included  in  that 
furnished  by  the  hotel. 

The  need  of  proper  provision  for  the  care  of  the  sick  is 
appreciated  so  generally,  that  there  are  few  communities  • 
that  are  without  public  or  private  hospitals.  In  a way  the  ' 
hospital  is  an  expression  of  a characteristic  demand  of  the 
American  people ; it  is  a labor-saving  device.  Under  its  roof 
there  is  concentration  of  energy  in  ministration  to  the  sick; 
the  medical  staff,  the  nursing  staff,  the  attendants,  the  ap- 
pliances, accomplish  much  more  and  at  less  expense  for  the 
aggregate  of  patients  than  could  be  attained  if  they  had  to 
be  distributed  in  each  patient’s  home. 

To  meet  the  demand  for  these  institutions  hospital  con- 
struction ranges  from  the  alteration  of  a dwelling  house  to 
adapt  it  for  its  new  purpose,  to  the  erection  of  ornate  struc- 
tures that  at  least  exemplify  the  art  of  the  architect  if  not" 
always  his  acquaintance  with  the  needs 'of  hospital  adminis-  j 
tration. 

Hospital  construction  has  progressed  to  the  point  where  it  j 
is  understood  that  architectural  effort  should  subordinate  the  j 
ornamental  to  the  useful.  The  solidity  and  force  of  the  Doric  j 
order  is  said  to  combine  “the  most  subtle  and  delicate  refine- 
ment of  outlines  and  proportions  that  architecture  lias  ■ 
known,”  and  it  accomplishes  all  that  the  more  assertive  and 
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ornate  Corinthian  order  can  attain.  The  architect  of  a hos- 
pital, be  it  urban  or  rural,  should  develop  his  ideas  on  the 
Dorian  rather  than  the  Corinthian  plan ; he  should  not  erect  a 
pretentions  pile  of  stone  or  brick,  but  a simple  structure  in 
which  every  part  has  in  view  adecpiate  accommodation  with 
facility  for  administration. 

Whether  the  hospital  is  in  the  city,  the  town  or  the  country, 
certain  requirements  are  essential.  The  building  should  be 
constructed  with  particular  view  to  the  purpose  it  is  to  serve, 
and  should  have  a proper  reception  office  and  bath  rooms  for 
those  admitted  to  treatment;  storage  rooms  for  clothing  and 
effects  so  that  when  the  patient  goes  into  the  ward  he  is 
properly  clean,  in  a hospital  uniform,  and  without  clothing 
that  could  introduce  either  infection  or  vermin.  In  order  to 
prevent  contamination  of  any  building,  and  also  to  disinfect 
household  articles  exposed  to  infection  in  the  ward,  there 
should  be  a sterilizing  plant.  The  ward  must  be  well-lighted 
and  airy,  and  have  balconies  so  that  on  fine  days  beds  could  be 
rolled  from  the  ward  to  the  balconies  and  the  patients  have  full 
exposure  to  air.  Connected  with  the  wards  should  be  toilet 
and  bath  rooms,  dining  rooms,  closets  for  bedding  and  for 
ward  property,  lounging  rooms  for  convalescents,  quiet  rooms 
for  noisy  or  very  ill  patients,  dressing  and  examining  rooms, 
laboratory,  and  a steam  drying  room  for  sheets  and  blankets. 

If  surgical  cases  are . treated  there  must  be  one  or  more 
operating  rooms,  with  rooms  for  anaesthesia,  photography  and 
x-ray  work.  Scientific  investigation  has  proved  the  value  in 
many  medical  and  surgical  diseases  of  treatment  by  water  and 
by  movement  made  by  machine,  so  there  should  be  a room  with 
baths  and  other  apparatus  for  hydrotheraphy,  and  for  me- 
chanical treatment  by  movement. 

In  the  routine  of  hospital  work  there  is  a constant  contest 
against  dirt,  which  has  been  aptly  defined  as  “matter  out  of 
place,”  and  visible  and  invisible  dirt  is  the  bane  of  the  insti- 
tution. There  has  been  progress  in  methods  of  cleansing  by 
using  moist  cloths,  instead  of  dry  sweeping  and  dusting,  and 
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the  recently  introduced  vacuum  system  of  cleaning  seems  likely 
to  be  a boon  for  hospitals. 

Economical  and  efficient  administration  will  save  time  by 
intercommunicating  telephones  between  all  parts  of  the  hos- 
pital. And  the  pneumatic  tube  system  would  lessen  the  daily 
work  of  the  hospital. 

The  location  of  the  hospital  depends  upon  the  character  of 
work  it  will  undertake.  While  those  for  the  treatment  of 
special  diseases  may  be  located  in  the  country  or  even  in  the 
suburbs  of  a city,  a general  hospital  must  be  situated  so  that 
it  is  in  easy  access  of  the  population  that  it  is  to  serve,  so  that 
the  sick  and  injured  may  be  taken  to  it  with  as  little  delay  as 
possible.  The  increasing  value  of  the  land  in  cities  entails  a 
heavy  expenditure  for  the  purchase  of  a new  site,  or  causes  a 
board  of  managers  to  cpiestion  the  wisdom  of  continuing  to  use 
an  old  site  that  may  be  sold  for  more  than  enough  to  buy  a new 
location  and  to  pay  for  the  necessary  new  buildings.  To 
meet  this  condition  it  has  been  proposed  that  the  hospital  in 
the  centres  of  business  and  population  should  be  for  the  re- 
ception of  patients,  and  the  principal  institution  should  be 
located  in  the  country.  While  this  latter  is  undoubtedly  an 
ideal  arrangement,  the  plan  involves  the  transfer  of  patients 
in  all  seasons,  and  besides  this  discomfort  the  patients  and 
their  friends  object  so  much  to  removal  to  a distance  from 
their  homes,  that  they  will  ask  for  their  discharge  when  told 
they  are  to  be  transferred  to  the  country  branch.  The  hos- 
pital in  the  city  is  therefore  an  unavoidable  necessity. 

Whether  the  hospital  should  consist  of  a number  of  de- 
tached buildings,  or  of  one  single  building  on  the  sky-scraper 
plan  is  a mooted  question.  For  administration  purposes  there 
is  no  doubt  that  in  the  city  the  high  building  is  the  more  satis- 
factory, and  for  economical  reasons  it  is  the  less  expensive  to 
build.  But  if  the  ground  available  is  large  enough  to  secure 
free  exposure  to  light  and  air,  two  or  three  story  pavilions  are 
best,  as  one  or  more  pavilions  can  be  closed  when  requisite,  and 
the  general  work  of  the  hospital  will  not  be  interfered  with. 
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A most  important  feature  of  progress  is  that  the  buildings 
should  be  fireproof.  This  necessitates  iron  framework  and 
brick  and  stone  construction;  it  costs  more  and  lasts  longer. 
Asepsis  has  taught  the  means  of  avoiding  the  infection  that 
was  thought  to  be  an  unavoidable  feature  in  old  hospitals,  and 
that  justified  the  plea  for  buildings  for  temporary  use  that 
could  be  destroyed  easily.  But  they  are  rarely  destroyed  in- 
tentionally, the  cost  for  repairs  becomes  heavy  in  time,  and  the 
authorities  in  charge  are  never  free  from  apprehension  of  fire 
and  attendant  disaster.  The  modern  building  not  only  lessens 
risk  of  fire,  but  it  lessens  risk  of  lodgment  of  germs  of  diseases. 

Ventilating,  lighting  and  heating  the  buildings  have  been 
troublesome  subjects;  stoves,  gas  and  lamps  added  to  the 
vitiation  of  the  air,  which  was  changed  by  means  of  the 
interstices  about  the  windows  and  by  permeation  through  the 
walls.  To-day  there  are  mechanical  means  of  ventilation  that 
ensure  proper  and  frequent  change  of  air,  the  heating  is  by 
systems  that  convey  fresh  warm  air,  and  electricity  affords 
illumination  without  consumption  of  oxygen.  The  heating, 
lighting,  ventilation  and  power  are  all  supplied  by  a proper 
engine-room  plant. 

By  means  of  elevators,  furnished  with  proper  protective  de- 
vices and  built  in  fire-proof  shafts,  the  different  floors  of  the 
building  are  easily  accessible  for  the  disposition  of  patients, 
the  conveyance  of  food,  -and  the  distribution  of  bedding  and 
other  supplies.  These  should  be  inspected  from  time  to  time. 

The  food  for  general  patients  and  employees  is  prepared  in 
one  or  more  kitchens  that  are  equipped  with  the  many  kinds 
of  apparatus  that  have  been  devised  for  cooking  food  in  bulk. 
And  in  addition  there  is  a diet  kitchen  in  which  special  articles 
of  diet  are  prepared,  while  each  ward  has  its  attached  diet 
kitchen  for  cooking  and  preparing  various  foodstuffs  that  the 
physician  may  have  ordered  administered  more  or  less  fre- 
quently. 

A large  metropolitan  hospital  must  have  a refrigerating 
plant  for  the  cold  storage  of  various  foods  needed  through  the 


day,  and  to  contain  perishable  articles  that  are  purchased  in 
bulk  because  of  favorable  prices. 

Everyone  understands  the  need  of  clean  clothing  and  bed- 
ding for  the  sick,  and  only  a steam  laundry  plant  will  handle 
properly  the  washing  for  the  institution.  As  any  hospital 
may  receive  patients  whose  diseases  are  communicated  easily, 
there  should  be  a disinfecting  and  sterilizing  apparatus  for 
bedding  and  clothing. 

More  physicians,  nurses  and  employees  are  needed  for  the 
administration  of  such  extensive  plants,  and  there  must  be 
buildings  to  house  those  who  are  needed  for  the  care  of  the 
sick  and  the  maintenance  of  the  equipment. 

Much  money  has  been  spent  for  operating  rooms  of  marble, 
glass  or  metal,  and  perhaps  in  no  part  of  the  hospital  has  there 
been  greater  extravagance  or  greater  disregard  or  surgical 
teaching  than  in  this.  Asepsis  can  be  secured  as  well  in  the 
average  bedTroom  as  in  the  most  elaborate  operating  room,  and 
faulty  technique  on  the  part  of  the  surgeon  or  his  assistants 
will  result  as  disastrously  in  the  latter  as  in  the  former. 

No  hospital  can  be  administered  satisfactorily  without  a 
well  equipped  laboratory  to  allow  of  those  examinations  and 
investigations  that  are  absolutely  necessary  for  correct  diag- 
nosis and  treatment. 

The  various  features  that  have  been  cited  have  materially 
increased  the  cost  of  maintenance,  for  most  of  them  are  as 
essential  in  a small  as  in  a large  hospital,  and  there  is  a mini- 
mum of  accommodation  below  which  an  institution  cannot  go 
without  having  an  outlay  disproportionate  to  return.  Boards 
of  managers  are  perplexed  to  find  the  means  to  meet  the  per- 
sistent expenditure,  most  of  which  is  necessary  to  save  life  and 
to  restore  to  health.  There  is  a wide  difference  between  the 
daily  expenditure  of  $1.09  by  the  Maine  General  Hospital,  and 
$2.37  by  the  Johns  Hopkins  Hospital,  and  yet  each  is  working 
for  the  same  end,  and  neither  wishes  to  spend  a fraction  of  a 
penny  unnecessarily. 

While  mentioning  the  progress  that  is  essential,  it  may  be 
well  to  refer  to  some  matters  that  show  no  progress.  There 
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should  be  a uniform  system  of  accounts,  so  that  it  would  be 
possible  for  a board  of  trustees  to  compare  its  expenditures 
and  cost  units  with  those  of  other  hospitals.  It  would  be  ad- 
vantageous to  establish  a standard  of  records  that  are  neces- 
sary, for  there  is  much  useless  clerical  work  in  many  hospitals. 
It  would  be  of  advantage  to  establish  standards  for  the  various 
grades  of  supplies.  It  would  be  useful  to  compare  the  average 
duration  of  treatment  of  different  diseases  and  the  average 
expenditure  of  dressings,  for  the  service  of  some  physicians  is 
quite  an  expensive  luxury. 

In  planning  a hospital  the  board  of  trustees  or  managers 
should  include  in  its  membership  some  ladies  who  are  good 
housekeepers,  and  should  not  only  consult  an  experienced 
architect,  but  they  should  employ  some  competent  hospital 
superintendent  to  study  and  criticise  the  plans  and  specifica- 
tions. 

In  the  middle  ages,  and  up  to  a comparatively  recent  date 
in  some  European  countries,  hospitals  were  managed  by  cer- 
tain religious  orders  that  made  it  their  peculiar  duty  to  care 
for  the  sick.  This  care  included  such  medical  treatment  as 
represented  the  summation  of  the  experience  of  generations  of 
monks  and  nuns.  In  such  hospitals  traditional  medicine 
found  its  highest  exposition. 

Some  of  you  perhaps  have  visited  hospitals  of  this  kind  in 
South  American  or  Latin  countries,  in  which  the  sick  were 
housed  in  dismally  lighted  wards  that  opened  on  cloisters  like 
those  of  a monastery;  the  walls  bare  of  aught  but  a religious 
picture  or  a crucifix;  the  floors  of  brick  tiles;  the  beds  of 
canvas,  hard  and  uncomfortable;  chairs  few  in  number;  bed- 
side stands  unknown ; the  bedding  of  an  uncertain  color  that 
suggested  infrequent  washing  or  poor  bleaching;  the  meals 
served  in  the  most  primitive  fashion  and  most  unappetizing 
and  unattractive.  If  an  individual  was  very  sick,  a doctor 
might  be  called  in,  and  his  directions  would  be  given  to  cover 
several  days.  Daily  visits  to  the  patients  were  unknown,  and 
much  of  the  treatment  was  of  the  “old  wife”  order. 

It  is  probable  that  from  this  plan  of  administration  by  a 
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religious  order  arose  at  the  present  day  the  custom  of  placing 
the  hospital  under  the  superintendency  of  a layman.  It 
seems  that  one  of  the  features  of  progress  in  hospital  adminis- 
tration is  that  the  institution  should  be  under  the  administra- 
tion of  a physician.  It  is  conceded  that  it  is  not  always 
possible  to  secure  a physician  who  has  had  a necessary  com- 
bination of  professional  and  administrative  experience,  but 
the  class  of  men  available  for  such  work  is  increasing.  Certain 
of  the  lgrger  hospitals  in  the  country  have  on  their  staff 
younger  medical  men  who  are  in  training,  and  who  will  be  in 
every  way  qualified  to  assume  the  important  duties  of  the 
office  of  medical  superintendent.  I note  that  the  organizers  of 
this  hospital  very  wisely  recognized  the  advantage  of  having 
constantly  at  hand  a trained  professional  man  who,  while 
acting  as  their  executive  officer,  could  advise  them  intelligently 
in  all  that  pertained  to  the  medical  matters  of  the  institution, 
and  whose  professional  experience  enabled  him  to  anticipate 
the  needs  of  the  establishment. 

When  you  think  of  your  own  institution  many  of  you  will 
say:  what  progress  has  been  indicated,  what  has  been  men- 
tioned that  is  not  done  here  ? I must  apologize  that  I bring  no 
new  message.  It  would  have  been  instructive,  if  neither  edi- 
fying nor  entertaining,  to  discourse  on  the  relative  merits  of 
wood,  tile  or  terazzo  floor  for  wards,  on  the  question  whether 
the  kitchen  and  laundry  should  be  located  in  the  basement  or 
the  top  story,  whether  nurses  or  doctors  shotdd  be  housed  in 
or  outside  the  hospital  building,  whether  the  ventilating 
should  be  by  one  of  several  systems,  and  similar  topics  that 
vex  your  superintendents.  But  my  message  is  that  progress 
lies  in  simplicity  of  construction,  equipment,  and  organiza- 
tion. These  institutions  must  be  cared  for  by  ordinary  men 
and  women  in  general,  and  our  highest  thought  must  be  de- 
voted to  the  question  how  we  can  secure  simplicity  of  organi- 
zation. With  many  of  our  employees  we  must  remember  to  be 
to  their  virtues  very  kind,  be  to  their  faults  exceedingly  blind. 

An  important  facility  in  hospitals  at  the  present  day  is  the 
intelligent  co-operation  of  men  and  women,  who  give  time, 
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thought  and  money  for  the  work  of  the  institution.  Every- 
where in  the  land  there  are  those  whose  service  in  this  regard 
is  beyond  price,  who  sympathetically  lighten  the  labor  of  all 
engaged  in  ministering  to  the  sick. 

And  now  there  remains  mention  of  the  great  feature  of  pro- 
gress in  the  modern  hospital,  the  trained  nurse.  A little  more 
than  twenty-five  years  ago  I commenced  my  hospital  work  in 
a large  municipal  hospital  in  which  the  nursing  was  by  such 
chance  employees  as  could  be  obtained.  The  trained  nurse 
was  then  almost  unknown.  Since  then  she  has  been  under  my 
observation  from  the  Atlantic  to  the  Pacific  coast,  from  the 
source  to  the  outlet  of  the  Mississippi,  from  the  Pillars  of 
Hercules  to  the  islands  of  the  China  Sea,  and  everywhere  she 
has  done  her  task  gently,  intelligently  and  efficiently.  Her 
training  has  qualified  her  to  rise  to  the  demands  of  an  emer- 
gency, she  quickly  adapts  herself  to  a new  environment,  her 
self-possession  and  tact  inspire  confidence,  and  she  realizes  in 
her  work  Goethe’s  beautiful  thought: 

Like  a star  in  its  course,  unhasting,  unresting, 

Let  each  one  pursue  his  God-given  ’hest. 

There  remains  but  to  mention  the  greatest  progress  in  hos- 
pital facilities,  and  that  is  the  modern  hospital  physician. 
The  education  and  training  that  is  given  in  medicine  now, 
make  that  afforded  a score  of  years  ago  seem  elementary  and 
inadequate.  Yet  many  of  the  teachers  of  to-day  were  the 
students  of  that  period ; but  they  were  not  content  with  what 
they  knew,  they  recognized  the  vastness  of  the  unknown,  and 
they  have  striven  and  are  laboring  to  discover  the  truth.  The 
cynic’s  saying  that  “he  who  adds  to  human  knowledge  adds 
to  human  sorrow”  does  not  apply  to  them,  for  their  every 
effort  in  gaining  knowledge  is  to  lessen  suffering,  to  make  the 
weak  strong,  the  sick  well,  those  that  are  unfit  to  bear  the  heat 
and  burden  of  the  day  fit  to  do  some  of  the  world’s  work. 
Consciously  or  unconsciously  in  his  daily  work  as  he  sees  the 
sick  and  goes  unto  them  he  realizes  the  gospel:  “Inasmuch 

as  ye  have  done  it  unto  one  of  the  least  of  these,  my  brethren, 
ye  have  done  it  unto  me.  ’ ’

EXTRACT  FROM  THE  BY-LAWS. 


Beds  and  Endowments. 

Any  person  or  association  contributing  three  hundred  dol- 
lars shall  be  entitled  to  have  a patient  in  the  Hospital  for  one 
year  continuously,  or  for  a period  equivalent.  Any  person  or 
association  contributing  two  hundred  dollars  shall  have  the 
right  to  have  a child  cared  for,  one  year,  or  a period  equiv- 
alent. 

Any  person  or  association  contributing  five  thousand  dol- 
lars shall  be  entitled  to  have  one  adult  patient  constantly  in 
the  Hospital;  or  three  thousand  dollars,  shall  be  entitled  to 
have  a child  patient  constantly  in  the  Hospital ; and  in  either 
case  shall  also  have  the  privilege  of  designating  by  last  will 
and  testament,  or  other  declaration  in  writing,  attested  by 
two  witnesses,  the  person  or  persons  in  whom  the  right  of 
nominating  such  patient  shall  be  vested  perpetually.
